letter has created quite a sensation 
among the "Anglo maniacs" in this city. 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie, the Pennsylvania 
iron king, having been requested to at- 
tend the preliminary meetings at a later 
date to contribute to the funds for the 
proposed celebration of the queen's ju- 
bilee in New York, addressed the follow- 
ing reply to the treasurer of the fund, 
Mr. John Paton, banker: 


BOUOHURCH, Isle of Wight, May 5 , 
1887.—My Dear Sir: 
There are several 
good reasons why I can not subscribe to 
or sympathize with the proposed jubi- 
lee. 


1. I am an American citizen and a 
vary staunch republican-American who 
rejects the monarchical idea as incon- 
sistent with and insulting to his man- 
hood. 
I should stultify myself were I 
to celebrate the reign of any hereditary 
ruler. 
" I was born as free as Ceesar." 


2. I am at a loss to see what natural- 
ized American citizens have to do cele- 
brating the reign of any sovereign mon- 
arch. 
If they are not loyal republicans 
and true to the land of their adoption, it 
is open to them at all times to leave ita 
shores and find homes elsewhere. The 
republic deserves to be served by citi- 
zens true to the fundamental idea upon 
which her political 
institutions are 
based. I infer that this view is shared 
by the most distinguished of these gen- 
tlemen of New 
York, 
who, like 
myself, 
were born the subjects of 
the 
monarchy, 
for I 
observe 
with 
satisfaction 
that 
your com- 
mittee has been compelled to select a 
Canadian as president, and also as chief 
orator—eminent and justly honored men. 
but still quite foreign to New York and 
to America. 
A New York demonstration, 
presided over, and also addressed by im- 
ported Canadians will be quite unique in 
its way, but in no sense will represent 
New, York. I rejoice that no New York 
men of position could be found who 
could so far forget themselves as to ap- 
pear upon republican soil as the eulogists 
of monarchy." 


In conculsion Mr. Carnegie deprecates 
such a celebration in this republic and 
advises instead a proper observance of 
the Fourth of July.

M. Dauphin, minister of finance, de- 
clared that in their proposals the gov- 
ernment would effect all retrenchments 
possible, and re establish the financial 
equilibrium through the income and 
alcoholic taxes. 
The government was 
acting more in consonance with parlia- 
mentory traditions than wfm the course 
suggested in the report of the budget 
committee. 


After some discussion of the policy of 
the government the chamber—275 to 
259—^rejected the proposals of the gov- 
ernment. and proceeded to discuss the 
order of the day. 


M. Qoblet announced that the cabinet 
would resign. 
As soon as the announce- 
ment was made the members of the cabi- 
net left the house. 
Afterward a resolu- 
tion was proposed by the budget com- 
mittee, affirming the necessity of adopt- 
ing new plans for retrenchment. The 
resolution was adopted—312 to 143. 


The chamber then adjourned till Mon- 
day.

Wonderfol Growth of the Ctinrcli In Aiiier> 
icar—Boston tlitt most Dlstinotly OatlioU« 
City in th« World.

One of the most extraordinary prob- 
lems of the progress of the Republic 
has been the growth of the Catholic 
Church within the boundaries of the 
United States, a topic all the more 
fruitful of interest from the question of 
its ecclesiastic discipline now agitating 
the public mind. 
From 
"Sadlier's 
Catholic Directory" for 1887, which has 
just been issued and is the recognized 
authority on all such matters, we learn 
the ofiicial reports of the standing of 
the church at present in the United 
States, and the figures given are sum- 
marized as follows: 
One Cardinal, 12 
archbishops, 61 bishops, 7,658 priests, 
1,530 
ecclesiastical 
students, 6,910 
chTirches, 3,281 chapels and stations, 36 
theological seminaries, 88 college«, 593 
academies, 485 charitable institutions, 
2,697 
parochial schools, and 535,725 
)upils in attendance at these schools. 
Dhe figures in the last two items are 
not complete, several dioceses having 
made no returns. 


An analysis of the diosesan statistics 
is interesting as showing the distribu- 
tion of Catholics in the great divisions 
of the country: 
Boston, the metro- 
politan see, to which the other two dio- 
leses of Massachusetts are suffragant, 
has 400,000 Catholics. 
Truly as "the 
Boston of Collins and O'Brien," not 
"the city of Winthrops and the Puri- 
tans." Last year there were born there 
over 11,000 children, and of this num- 
ber over 7,000 were Catholics. "A 
steady annual growth of seven in 
eleven," says the Boston Pilots "inde- 
pendent of the gain by immigration, 
will in the course of one generation

The archdiocese of Baltimore, cover- 
ing the greater part of Maryland, has 
2 1 0 , 0 0 0 Catholics; Chicago, not includ- 
ing its two suffragant sees in the same 
State, 4 0 0 , 0 0 0 ; Cincinnati, chief of the 
three dioceses in Ohio, 
1 8 0 , 0 0 0 ; St. 
Louis, one of the two in Missouri, 280,- 
000; San Francisco, chief of the three 
in California, 200,000; Philadelphia, 
chief of the five in Pennsylvania, 400,- 
000; Pittsburgh, 175,000; Newark, one 
of the two in New Jersey, 155,000; Buf- 
falo, N. Y., 150,000; Detroit, the oldest 
of the three in Michigan, 111,735. No 
estimates are given for the populous 
archdioceses of Milwaukee and New 
Orleans, or the dioceses of Albany, 
Cleveland, Hartford, Springfield,Mass., 
Richmond, S t Paul, Peoria, Rochester, 
and others in which such figures would 
be both of interest and value. 


"The Church of America," says the 
historian Clark, "is said even now to be 
in her infancy. 
So much is to be done. 
So vast is the field. So rapid her pres- 
ent growth." 
During the colonial pe- 
riod the churches were attached to the 
jurisdiction of the parent nations. The 
see of Baltimore extends back to the 
infancy of the Republic, and the Arch- 
bishops of New Orleans trace their line 
to the Spanish bishops of the last cen- 
tury. 
In 1808 the sees of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and Bardstown 
(now Louisville, Ky.) were created, and 
since then sixty-six others have parti- 
tioned oflF from these original bounda- 
ries. 
The growth of the Catholic 
Church has proportionately far out 
stripped that of the Republic. 
In a 
period of 107 years the United Statea 
have increased from thirteen States to 
thirty-eight States and ten Territories 
while the Catholic Church, in fourteen 
years less time, has increased from one 
bishopric to sixty-two bishoprics and 
nine vicariates apostolic. 
The popula- 
tion of the country has increased from 
2 , 8 0 3 , 0 0 0 to 5 8 , 1 2 0 , 0 0 0 , according to 
the Treasury statement for the fiscal 
year ending June, 1886, while the Cath 
olio population has increased from 25, 
000 to about 10,000,000—an increase re 
suiting from foreign immigration, the 
natural growth of the native popula- 
tion, and conversion from the Protest- 
ant sects. 
The clergy have bwn in- 
creased from twenty-one priests in 1790 
to over 7,800 to-day. 


The following are the twelve oldest 
Catholic sees in the United States, 
taken in chronological order:

Almost daily we read items like 
these: "A woman in Iowa OAvns and 
controls two banks." "In Austria there 
are over 3,000 women employed in rail- 
road offices." "There are in this coun- 
try 595,000 women engaged in agricul- 
ture, 632,000 in manufacture, 282,000 
milliners, 52,000 tailors, 2,473 female 
surgeons, 75 lawyers, and 165 clergy- 
men." "Mrs. Hutchins, of Springfield, 
Mass., one of the most successful busi- 
ness women in the country, is a dealer 
in musical instruments," "There are 
from 
fifty to 100 female medical 
students in Paris, among them a woman 
of color." "O. Satisaw, a young Japan- 
ese lady \vriter, has been taken on the 
editorial staff of one of the best news- 
papers in Tokio." "In Topeka,Kansas, 
there are three women commissioned 
as notaries." "Mrs. Forbes has patented 
an invalid's bed, Mrs. Gartroll, a step- 
ladder, Mrs. Durham, a neck-yoke and 
pole attachment, a device by which 
horses can be detached from a vehicle 
when danger threatens." 
"Mrs. T. 
Nodler, of Keokuk, has one of the finest 
and largest grocery trades in the State." 
We have a female railroad official and 
a school-girl engineer. Lady photogra- 
phers, stenographers, and telegraph 
operators are common. A year or two 
ago an unlettered Irish woman died in 
Now Orleans, leaving a fortune and one 
of the largest bakery establishments in 
the country, all the work of her own 
hands, besides dispensing 
much in 
charities. 


Women as dry goods clerks and 
cashiers give better satisfaction than 
most men, because they never em- 
bezzle, are quicker in making change, 
detect counterfeits quicker, and seldom 
wish to run the whole store. It is quite 
evident that men aria failing to provide 
employment for all the women; busi- 
ness is threatened, and they must go. 


It is possible there are Abimelechs 
in the present day who entertain the 
same feeling toward women which he 
expressed when he called hastily to his 
armor-bearer and said: 
"Draw thy 
Bword and slay me, that men say not 
of me, a woman slew him," when one 
of the weaker vessels put an end to his 
victorious but sinful career by crushing 
his skull with a piece of millstone. 


From a woman's standpoint the out- 
look never seemed more hopeful than 
now. The time was when men were 
willing to be leaned upon and women 
were willing to lean, but leaning is not 
a pleasant occupation to engage in for 
one's lifetime, and the saying of St. 
Paul that "she who marries does well, 
but she who marries not does better," 
has been verified by a bold and ad- 
venturous few of these surplus women, 
and others are following their example. 
They are learning that Grod gave them 
health, strength, and power t o think 
and to execute, just as BLe h a s the 
sterner sex. 
He also said: 
"It is not 
good for man t o be alone," and ae 
woman performs as great a part of the 
world's work as man, why should she 
not walk hand in iiand with man, doing 
whatever her talents make her capable 
of doing, or, in other words, why should 
her sex limit her progress?

REVISED ORDINANCES 


-OF THE- 


CITY OF FORT WAYNE, IND. 


C H A P T E R I. 


ACCOUNTS. 


Claims to be Filed. 
Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 
of Fort Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever, 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certilied to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 


Finance Committee to Report. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the 
Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday preceeding the second and 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examine 
such claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City ; and to report to said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just. 


Proviso. 
Sec. 3. No claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received by 
said Council, unless examined and reported by said Finance Committee. 
Provided, That in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply. 


C H A P T E R II. 


ANIMALS. 


Poondmaster's D u t i e s . 
Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Common 
Council, to provide a public pound and to erect therein buildings for hay and 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, and pens for smaller annimals, and to pro- 
vide means for watering such animals. 
I t shall be the duty of such Council 
to elect a Poundmaster for said City at their first meeting in May. of each 
year. 
Said Poundmaster f-hall devote liis time to the duties herein provided, 
and such other duties relating hereto, as the Common Council may from time 
to time direct, and for svich ptirposes he is hereby vested with police powers. 
He shall give bond to the city in the sum of .Sl.OOO conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, as herein prescribed ; he shall keep a book in 
which he shall enter a full description of every animal impounded by him, 
and the place from which the same was taken, the name of the owner, as soon 
as ascertained, and the hour when impounded. 
He shall make a full report 
of all his doings and of all moneys collected by him as such Poundmaster, and 
he shall pay all moneys collected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, and the Treasurer's voucher therefor shall 
accompanv said monthlv report. 
The City Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for the purpose, and kept conspicuously displayed at the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in regard to animals found running at large, giving 
the name and residence of the complainant: and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself such complaint, and it sliall be thè duty of all otlicers and 
patrolmen to give notice of all animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said Poundmaster shall take prompt action upon such information. 


UnliAwfiil to Run a t Lar«-»'. 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for the 
owner of any horse, mule, cattle, sheep, goat, swine or geese, to permit the 
same to run at large, at any time, within the corporate limits of .said city; and 
it shall be unlawful for any person to lierd any such animals upon any of the 
streets, alleys or uninclosed lots and lai\ds within said limits. 


AuimalM Takeji U p . 
Sec. 3. if any such animals be so found at large, 
the Poundmaster shall take and impound the same, and the owner thereof 
may redeem such animal by ])aying to the Poundmaster. for the use of the 
city, the sura of one dollar; and fifty cents adilitional for each day such animal 
shall be impounded beyond the first day. and if uo oue redeem such animal 
within five days of its impoundins. the i'ouiidinasler shall sell the same at 
public auction, after ten days notice of such sale, by i)usting in at least three 
puWic places of said city, and by serving written notice of such sale to the 
owner if he be known. 


Any Person I\tiiy Tak<' Up. Sec. 4. It shall be lawful for any person 
to deliver to the possession of the Poundmaster. any animal found running at 
large contrary to this ordinance. 


ObHtriictious. 
Sec. 
it shall be unlawful for any person to hinder, 
obstruct or delay said Punndmaster or his assistants, in the legal discharge of 
their oflicial duties. 


P e n a l t y . 
Sec. '). 
.Vny person violating this cliapter. or any provision 
thereof, shall, upon conviction, forfeit and pay a line to the City of Fort 
Wayne, of not more than one hundred dollars. 


C H A P T E R III. 


ASSESSOR. 


Apprai-senient. 
see. I. It shall be the duty of the Citv Assessor to daily 
attend at his office, unless otherwise onicially engaged. 
i t shall be l\is duty 
each year to luake an appraisement and assessment of all the real estate and 
personal property subject to taxation by the citv. except whenever otherwise 
provided by statute, and make due return of such ussessinent. according to 
law. 
He shall prepare and keep posted plat books for t'ne use of said city, 
and from time to time shall make all necessary corrections or changtis therein, 
and add all new plats as they are recorded. 
He sliall. in a book kept for that 
purpose, monthly note all transfers of real estate, with the names of the 
owners thereto, and he shall, for the use of himself and deputies, make a 
memorandum of all permits granted for improvements liable for taxation, as 
well as all such improvements as shall have been made without permits. 


Oinitt-<id Pr<»i»erty. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be his duty at all times to place or 
cause to be placed upon the tax duplicate for taxaUon, all property which 
shall have been, from any cause, omitted from such assessment or taxation. 


T o R e p o r t f o r P r o s e c u t i o n . 
Sec. -S. It shall be his duty to report for 
prosecution any per^.on who shall erect within said citv any building or make 
any improvement to realty, for which a permit is neces.sary. without such 
.person having obtained a permit from said citv so to do.

ATTORNEY. 


T o R e p o r t . 
Sec. 1. In addition to the other duties of the City Attorney, 
it shall be his duty, during the months of January and July of each and eveiV 
year, to report in writing, to the Common Council a list of all suits instituted 
and pending in courts of record, in v.-hich the Citv of Fort Wayne is plaintiff 
or defendant; in whicli report shall be stated the names of all plaintiffs or 
defendants, tlie nature of the actions, the date of commencement, and the 
several steps that may have been taken in court, during his term of oifice, to 
bring such suits to iinal issue, to be accompanied with such explanatory 
remarks as said Attorney may see tit to ai)pend, to the end that the Commoii 
Council may be more fully advised as to the legal affairs of the city; h<; shall 
also, attach to his report a list of all such cases as may have been disposed of 
during his term of otllce and subsequent to his last report, together with their 
results; said reports shall be made up to the (irst days of .ianuary and .Tulv 
of each year.

Whenever a case of small pox, diphtheria or scarlet 
fever is found withm the limits of said city, the Board of Health are hereby 
authorized and empowered to exercise complete supervision over such case, 
so far as to prescribe the number of attendants, nurses or persons who shall 
be allowed access to the apartment of the person afflicted. And it shall !)e 
the duty of such board to so restrict the movements of those nursing or in 
communication with such patients, that said persons may be restrained from 
going about promiacuously among the citizens. 


^ a r d t o P r o h i b i t . 
Sec. 2. The Board of Health is hereby authorized 
^nd directed to prohibit all sale or disposition of rags, clothing, bedding, car- 


pets or furniture, to dealers or other parties, from dwellings in whicli anv 
small pox, scarlet fever, or diphtheria patient may be or may have been, oi- 
the washing of clothing or other article of any kind, which may have been 
used or exposed to infection in the apartments of such patients, elsewhere 
than'in said dwelling, until the same shall have been disinfected m a manner 
satisfactory to said board, and said board is further authorized and instructed 
to cause any room, house or part of a house, in which any patient has been 
confined by reason of small pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria, to be immediate- 
ly and thoroughly disinfected to the satisfaction of said board, or the Secre- 
tary thereof, and to cause the burial of all clothing of such patients, or other 
articles which cannot be disinfected, in a manner entirely satisfactory to said 
board.

Weitfher to Qualify.

superintend all public work ordered by the Common Council, and shall have 
sole control thereof. AVhenever, during the progress of any public work, 
such work may be progressing in an unsatisfactory manner, or contrary to 
the terms of the contract therefor, he may order thè further progress of such 
work suspended, and have any or all of it taken down or removed, and re- 
built at the expense of the contractor, in accordance with the terms of such 
contract; and no appropriation or payment shall be made by said Council be- 
fore said engineer shall have certified that such work has been done accord- 
ing to the contract therefor.

the same.

He shall make or cause 
to be made, where practicable, a visual examination of the interior of all 
main or lateral sewers, which are three feet or more in diameter in the clear, 
and all sewers less than three feet in diameter in tlie clear, whether con- 
structed of brick or pipe, shall be inspected in such manner and by means of 
such appliances as may be directed bv the City Civil Engineer. Said Commis- 
sioner shall keep a record of the location of all street catch-basins, and 
indicate thereon all such as shall be required to be cleaned each year. All 
work of repairing and cleajiing public sewers, catch-basins, and connec- 
tions, where the estimated cost shall exceed twenty-five dollars, shall be let 
by contract, according to the specifications to be furnished by the City Civil 
Engineer, except in cases of emergency where the public or private property 
may be in danger, in which case said Commissioner may proceed without 
delay to make such repairs, subject to the approval of the Committee on 
Sewers. 


M a y K i n p l o y C l e r k . 
Sec. «>. The Street CJommissioner may employ a 
clerk or supervisor, subject to the approval of the Common Council. The 
compensation of such clerk or supervisor to be determined and fixed by said 
Council. 
And said Street Commissioner shall not make any charge against 
any person for any of the services required of him by the ordinances.

rst obtained from the City Clerk a certificate designating the number 
assigned to the lot on which said building is situated. 


Certifioat«' «»f Clerk. Sec. 2. The City (Uerk, to }>rovide for the expense 
of mapping the city, and assigning the numbers to the lots therein, is hereby 
directed to require payment for the certificates to be issued according to the 
foregoing section, at the rate of twenty-five cents for each number designated 
by said certificate; said amount to be

Said Street (>)minissioiu?r shall 
remove or cause to be removed, all obstructions to free passage along any of 
the streets, alleys, gutters and sidewalks of said city ; and he shall on view 
or complaint, give notice to any person who may have obstructed or may be 
obstructing any of said .streets, alleys, gutters or sidewalks, or in any way vio- 
lating any ordinance prohibiting obstructions of the sam«;. to forthwith 
remove said obstructions, and on failure of such persons so to do, shall make 
immediate complaint thereof to the Mayor; he shall also remove all loose 
dirt, rubbish, filth or other objectionable substances of any kind found on any 
of the streets, alleys or sidewalks of the city and for the prevention or 
remedy of Which no other direct and positive provision is or has beem made, 
and he shall for that purpose employ at the expense of the city, a sufiicient 
number df horses, laborers and carts. 


R e p a i r S e w e r s a n d B r i d g e s . 
Sec. 3. Whenever repairs of sewers or 
bridges shall be necessary, or culverts required to be built, or streets to be 
graded, or gutters to be opened, the Street Commissioner shall cause the same 
to be done according to the grades, plans and specifications as established 
and prepared by the City iingineer, and under the supervision of said 
Engineer. 


Let by Contract. 
¡Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Street Commis- 
sioner to' cause all work to be done for tHe city or order of the Common 
Council the estimated cost of which shall exceed twenty-five dollars, to be let 
by contract to the lowest respoDsible bidder after receiving proposals there- 
for A-ll such coptracts to be 
writing and approved by the Common Council, 


S i z e o f N i i n i b e r . 
Sec. '.i. Each of the figures of every number shall be 
iK»t less than three inches in length, being so marked as to be distinct and 
easily read; «aid numbers shall be placed in a conspicuous place on the side 
or above the front door of the buildings to which they are attached. 


X u i n b e r Aftixecl. Sec. I. Fhe owner or owners of each and every build- 
ing in the city shall afiix on the same the number assigned therefor ; and 
the owner of any building which may hereafter be constructed in the city, 
shall affix to the same the number or numbers assigned therefor within 
thirty days after the completion thereof, and no person shall affix such 
number until he has obtained a proper certificate therefor from the City Clerk, 
and it shall be the duty of the police to report to the Chief of Police any viola- 
tion of this section, and said Chief shall report to the Mayor.

thirty days after any such pavement shall be completed, except such pave- 
ment as shall be laid over pipe, which shall be cleaned off within fifteen days 
after the same shall be laid.

The City Civil Engineer shall 
keep a record of all such certificates, to whom. when, and upon what work 
allowed, and the amount thereof. And the expense of such inspector shall 
be included iu the estimate of the cost of such work granted to the con- 
tractor. 


Barrica<les W h i l e P a v i n g . 
Sec. 22. Any person or pei-sons employed 
to pave or repave any street, alley, or other public thoroughfare in the city, 
shall place proper obstructions or barricades across such streets or thorough- 
fares. for the purpose of protecting work in course of construction, and pre- 
serving the pavement when finished until the same is fit for use. leaving at 
all times a sufficient passage for pedestrians; and no person or persons shall 
without the written consent of the Mayor, or without the consent of the City 
Civil Engineer, throw down, displace or remove any such obstruction or 
barricade. 


Not to Obstruct. Sec. 23. 
Nothing contained in the foregoing section 
shall be construed to authorize any person or persons to stop up or obstruct 
more than the space of one block and one intersection at the same time in 
any one street, or to keep the same so stopped or obstructed for more than 
two days after the roadway is fiinished. 


Sale of Animals and vehicles. Sec. 24. No person shall make a stand 
or stopping place within any street or alley in the city for the purpose of 
exhibiting for sale, or for the purpose of selling or offering for sale any horses, 
m u l e s or cattle, or any wagon, carriage or other vehicle drawn by either of 
the animals aforesaid. 


Layinjir P i p e s a n d P a v i n g Streets. 
Sec. 25. Xo city officer shall 
grant permission to any person, company or coi-poration to lay any pipes for 
any purpose whatever, in any street or alley in the city which has been paved 
or macadamized, unless the application for such permission, shall have been 
approved or recommended by the Common Council. 


I*riva.te f^amp l*ost.s. Sec. 2t>. It shall and may be lawful for any per- 
son to erect a lamp post opposite his or her house, store or place of business, 
with such lettering or device as such person may think proper, in a line with 
those erected by the city near the curb line; Proi^idsd, Said lamps and lamp 
posts shall not be less in size than those erected by the city, and the lamps or 
illuminated signs placed thereon, shall not be more than three feet wide, and 
the posts shall be erected of the same height and in the same manner and of 
the same kind of material as those now used by the city for illuminating pur- 
poses and lighted by electricity or gas: and any person or persons who shall 
erect any such lamp post in any other manner than herein provided, and shall 
fail to remove the same after three days notice from the Mayor, Street Com- 
missioner or Common Council, shall be subject to the jienalty hereinafter 
provided. 


Illuniinateil i'loeks. 
Sec. 27. .Vll lamps or lamp posts which have been 
heretofore erected and used as signs, and all ilhfminated clocks which have 
been erected on the outer edge of sidewalks, and which are in actual use, and 
which are kept in running order at the expense of the owner and regulated 
so as to indicate the correct time, may be allowed to remain, subject to be 
removed at any time as above provide'i. 


l>riiikiiii:" F o u n t a i n s . 
Sec. 2S. Drinking fountain.-), made of iron, may 
be erected on the outer edge of sidewalks, at such points and places as the 
Common Council may designate: Provided, That the consent of the owner or 
agent of the premises in front of which it is proposed to erect stich fountain, 
be first obtained. 


B a r r i c a d e s a n d K e d I.tj-hts. 
Sec. 2i>. It shall b«; the duty of every 
person or persons engaged in digging down any street, in paving any street, 
building any sewer or drain, or trench for water or gas pipes, in any of the 
public streets or thoroughfares, under contract with the corporation of this 
city, made through either or any of the departments of the said corporation, 
or by virtue of any permission which may have been granted to them by the 
Common Council, or any department, or either of them, where such work, if 
left exposwd. would be dangerous to passengers, to erect a fence or railing at 
such excavation or work, in such manner as to prevent danger to passengers 
who may be traveling such streets or thoroughfares, and to continue and 
uphold the said railing or fence until the work shall be completed or the ob- 
struction removed. And it shall also be the duty of such person or persons 
to place upon such railing or fence at twiliglit in the eveninjr. suitable and 
suflicient red lights, and keep them burning through the ni^ht during th«> 
entire performance of the work. 


Ked ljif;hts a n d Fences. 
Sec. :<(». The provisions'of the preceeding 
section shall apply to every person who shall place building materials in any 
of the public streets or thoroughfares, or be engaged iu building any vault or 
constructing any lateral drain from any cellar to any sewer, or who shall do 
or perform any work causing obstructions in the i)ublic streets or thorough 
fares, by virtue of any permit from any executive department; and also to all 
public or corporation officers engaged in performing any work in behalf of 
the city, whereby obstructions or excavations shall V)e made in said streets 
and thoroughfares. 


B a r r i c a d e s a n d K e d Lijfhts, H o w P l a c e d . Sec. 
The extent to 
which such fence or railing shall be built in the several cases, is hereby de- 
fined as follows, to-wit: 


1. In digging down any street or thoroughfare, by placing same along the 
upper bank of such excavation, or by extending the fence so far across the 
street, and at each alley, as to i)revent persons frofu traveling on such portion 
as would be dangerous. 


2. In paving any street or thoroughfare, by extending it across the carriage- 
way of such street or thoroughfare and at each alley; or. if but a portion of 
the width of sucli carriageway be obstructed, across such portion, in which 
case the obstruction shall be so arranged as to leave a passage way through, 
as nearly as may be, of uniform width. 


3. Tn'the building of a sewer, by i)lacing it across the carriageway at the 
ends of such excavations as shall be made, and at each alley. 


4. In building vaults, by enclosing the ground taken for the vault. 
o. In placing building materials in the streets, by placing it across so much 
of tlie street as shall be occupfed by such materials; and the material shall b«- 
so placed as to occupy a space of uniform width, except brick or stone piled 
solid at least seven feet high. In all cases sufiicient red lights are to be 
placed upon such building materials, fences or railings, and kept buniinc: 
during the night, as provided by the preceding sections. 


.ViisAverable f o r I>aiiiaj;«'s. Se<-. 
In all cases where any person or 
persons shall perform any of the work mentioned in the preceding sections, 
either under contract with the corporation or by virtue of permission obtained 
from the Mayor or ('ommon Council, or either of the departments, such {Hji - 
son shall be answerable for any and every damage wliich may be occasioned 
to persijus, animals and property, by reason of <;an'le.ssness in any manner 
connected with the said work. 
n<>ffi<-ei-s to F:nlV>ree (/Oiiipliiiu<-e. Sec. 
It shall be the duty of the 
officer in charge of each particular class of improvements, to see that the re- 
quirements contained in this chapter, in reg^ard to the erection of fencing and 
placing of lights, in all < ases i)e complied with severally; and it shall be un- 
lawfurfor any person w liose duty it is to ereet such barriers and lights, to 
refuse or neglect to erect the same iii the manner i)rescribed by the foregoing 
sections. <»r for any person to remove tlie sanu'; and it shall be the duty of 
the police to promptly-notify the Street (.'onimissioner of any violation of thi.s 
chapt«'r.

owners or occupants fail or refuse to comply with said requirements, the Street 
Coinniissioiiev shall cause the work to be done. 
Said Street Commissioner 
shall then report to the Common Council the amount of said expenditure, 
giviiig- a description of the lots or other premises liable therefor, and thé 
iimouVit for which each is chargeable, and the certiticate of the City Civil 
Engineer attached, that said work has been properly done. 
The Common 
Council sliall thereupon assess the said expenses by resolution upon such lots 
respectively. 
Thereupon the City Treasurer shall demand payment thereof 
from the several parties against whom said assessment shall be made. In

TRANSCRIPTS.

The ('ity Clerk of said city shall be entitled to the same fees for 
making out and certifying transcripts as are allowed by law to the Clerk of 
Alhni County ; and in all cases said fee shaH be paid in advance of delivery. 
Said Clerk is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to retain in his 
possession, such transcripts, until his fees for making out and certifying the 
same, shall have been paid or tendered to him by the party applying for the 
same. 


C H A P T E R LI. 


VEHICLES. 


Licoiise aiKl Boii«l. 
Sec. 1. No person shall keep or use for hire for the 
carrying or conveyance of persons or things within the City of Fort Wayne 
any vehicle without a license so to do, and the Mayor is hereby authorized to 
license any person resident of said city, over the age of twenty-one years and 
being the owner or owners of any such vehicle, to keep and use for hire said 
vehicle upon liis entering into bond with sutlicient sureties to be approved by 
tlui Mayor, in the penal sum of fifty dollars, conditioned for the payment of 
all penalties and damages, which the said owner or owners and the driver 
or drivers thereof, may incur, or be liable to pay under any by-law or ordinance 
of the ( iiy of Fort Wayne now in force, or that shall hereafter be established. 
All licenses granted under this section, may be transferred by the Common 
Council in their discretion. 
Provided, 
That the keeper or keepers of livery 
stables shall have the right to do the ordinary business of such stables with- 
out obtaining such license. 


(;i<'rk to K e e p liegister. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the Clerk to 
to keep a register of the name of the person to whom such license is granted 
or transferred, the number of the license, and the description of the vehicle 
licensed. 
All licenses, unless revoked, shall contiiuie in force for one year 
from the day of the date of the issuing thereof. 


Name aiul Number. 
Sec. 3. 
Every person so licensed shall forthwith 
cause the name of the owner and the number of his license to be plainly 
painted in letters at least one and one-half inches in length, in a conspicuous 
place on the outside of the vehicle, and shall keep the same plain and distinct 
at all times when used, during the continuance of such license. 


Lamps. 
Sec. 4. Every vehicle for conveyance of persons when driven or 
used, or waiting or standing for use, in the night time, shall have lixed upon 
soiik; conspicuous part of ¿achside of the outside thereof, a lighted lamp with 
plain glass fronts and sides, with the number of the license painted in black 
paint "on the sides and front of each of said lamps in distinct and legible fig- 
ures, at least one and a half inches in length, and so placed that said number 
and lamps may be distinctly seen from the inside and outside of such vehicle. 
All omnibuses running within the city and required to be licensed, shall, when 
runninu" in the night time, have lixed in some conspicuous place in front 
thereof, so as to be distinctly seen from the inside and outside, a lighted lamp 
witli tli'e n u m b e r ol" the license painted thereon in figures one inch and a lialf 
Iji li^ngtli. 


l>rivors. 
Sec. 5. 
Xo person, except a licensed owner, shall hereafter 
tlrive any licensed vehicle, except omnibuses on established lines, for the con- 
veyance'of passengers, or any article or thing whatever, for hire or reward, 
williout lirst obtaining a license as such driver, and no such driver shall drive 
any other vehicle than the one for which he shall be licensed, nor shall the 
ov,'"iu-r or owners permit any person except a licensed driver or owner, to drive 
any licensed vehicle owned or used by him; nor shall any such owner permit 
any licensed driver to drive any other vehicle than the one for which he shall 
be licensed. 
No more than one driver shall be licensed for any one vehicle. 
Such drivers shall be licensed by the Mayor and Clerk, on request of the 
ov/ner, and such license may be transferred as above provided; and it shall be 
tlie duty of the clerk to keep a list of the drivers so licensed and the number 
ol the veliicle as above provided. 
All such licenses shall expire in one year 
a f t e r the date of issuing thereof. 
All licenses granted under this chapter 
shall designate the vehicle by number and name, and the owner or driver shall 
l)e severally liable for each and every violation of this chapter by such owner 
or driver. And every person so licensed shall, wliile acting as driver of such 
vehicle wear a badge, consisting of a rectangular shaped metal plate, 1% by 
inches, to be furnished by the city at the time the license is issued, and 
( of which licensee shall pay the cost price, and wear said badge on the outside 
of his coat so as to be easily seeii. 
On said plate shall be engraved the word 
" Hack," or other word designating his kind of vehicle and the number of his 
license. 


I^iceiise F e e s . 
Sec. 6. All omnibuses and accommodation coaches run- 
ning in connection with hotels shall be charged for licenses, each, the sum of 
live dollars per annum.

All omnibuses and accomodation coaches running upon established lines, 
and at stated periods from place to place within the city, shall be charged for 
licenses, each, the sum of one dollar per annum.

All (ioaches and carriages drawn by two horses, and occupying any public 
stand, or that shall run for the conveyance of passengers for hire or reward, 
within the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of ten dollars per 
annum.

All vehicles drawn by one horse and occupying any public stand, and used 


for the conveyance of passengers, for hire or reward, within the city shall be 
charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn bv two or 
more horses shall be charged for license, each, the sum of three dollars 
Ail baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by one horse 


charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars per annum 
All drays, carts, wagons, and other vehicles running within said city for hire 
or reward, and not otherwise expressly provided for, shall be charged for 
license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum 


All wagons and other vehicles drawn by two or more horses tor the con- 
veyance of many passengers or heavy articles or things for hire, from place 
to place in the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of five dollars 
per annum if the tire of such wagon be four or more inches in width, if less 
ten dollars. 


Kates of Fare. Sec. 7. The price to be charged by the owner or driver 
of any vehicle except an omnibus, for the conveyance of passengers for hire 
within said city, shall be as follows, to be regulated and estimated by the dis- 
tance <m the most direct routes, viz: 
3 y ^ 
For carrying a passenger not exceeding one mile, fifty cents 
For conveying a passenger any distance over a mile and less'than two miles 
one dollar.

No driver, agent, employe, owner or 
owners of any such hackney coach, cab. carriage or other vehicle herein re- 
ferred to, shall solicit passengers, except for such vehicle as he may be 
licensed for; and no driver of any hackney coach, cab, omnibus, dray carriaire 
or other vehicle, shall engage in racing with another, or drive faster than a 
moderate rate, while passing in, along or through any of the public streets of 
the city; and all such vehicles shall keep to the right when in motion and 
passing along any of such public streets. 


Kxtortipii. Sec. 9. No owner or driver of any hackney coach cab 
carriage or other vehicle, licensed as aforesaid, shall refuse to convey in said' 
city, any person, with or without baggage, as aforesaid, when applied to for 
that purpose, or, having undertaken to convey such person, shall omit or 
neglect so to do, or shall ask, take or extort, from any person desiring to be 
or having been conveyed to any place in said city, as the price or rate of fare 
for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare than herein established. 


Cartage of Mercliandise. Sec. 10. Draymen, carters, expressmen or 
wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart- 
age of any articles of merchandise upon any such vehicle, where the distance 
shall not be greater than one mile, thirty-five cents; and for each additional 
mile, or fraction of a mile, twenty cents, and no person driving such licensed 
vehicle, shall refuse to convey, within said city, the goods, or merchandise, or 
other thing of any person, or sliall omit or neglect so to do, or shall ask, take, 
state to, or extort from, any person desiring to have, or having had conveyed 
to any place in said city, such goods, or merchandise, or other thing, as the 
price or rate of fare for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare 
than that herein established. Provided^ That this section shall not apply to 
teams with two or more horses or other animals, used for conveying heavier 
articles, where a special contract is made. 


Card of Kates Kept Posted. 
Sec. 11. 
Every driver or owner of a 
licensed hackney coach, cab or other vehicle, for the conveyance of passengers, 
shall at all times keep fixed and posted, right side up, inside of the same, so 
as to be most conveniently seen and read, a card, to be furnished by the city 
at the expense of the owner, printed in plain, legible characters, containing 
the prices or rates of fare allowed by this chapter, and the name of the owner 
or driver of such vehicle and the number of the license thereof. 


Ha<;k and Dray Stands. 
Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any hack, 
dray, truck or other vehicle, when unemployed, to be permitted by the person 
owning or controling the same, to stand on any street or place in said city, 
except on the following streets, viz;

Any person who shall violate any or either of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or any section, clause or provision of any section of 
this chapter, or who shall fail or neglect to comply with any or either of the 
requirements thereof, shall, on conviction, pay a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars.

He knew bnt few Spanish 
words, however, and as for making a 
speech in Spanish, without tho aid of a 
'. 


dictionary, he conld about as easily 
make one in Assyrian off-hand. Not 
long ago a Meiican delegation travel- 
ing through tho United States stopped 
at Detroit. Senator Palmer was ap- 
pointed to make a speech upon their 
reception. He concluded to surprise 
them by a speech in Spanish. 
He 


•went to a Spaniih scholar of his ac- 
quaintance and had him write a speech 
for him. This, by the aid of his ex- 
perience in Spiuii, he was able to pro- 
nounce correctly, and he committed it 
to memory, putting in gestures and 
pnt hoi, us the oeiitiinent required. 
When the Mexicans assembled before 
him he rolled out this speiM.-h in the 
nnft. mellow tones of their language, 
and, 
to the surprise of all, brought 


down applause at every period. When 
his speech was over the Mei it-ana 
crowded around him and attempted to 
engage him in Spanish conversation.
